near the railroad track*. 
Shortly after her disappearance last 
summer, police found Dorothy’* cloak 
less than a mile fro mher home. That 
bit of evidence led police Ll believe 
aft that time that she had been kid­ 
naped In an automobile. 
A Duluth dock worker confessed to 
killing the Aune girl a few month* 
after her body wa* found. Police later 
disproved his statement* and showed 
he was Irresponsible.

Mann, 40, confessed slayer 
of 
two 
children and one old man, today was 
Indicted on a 
first 
degree 
murder 
charge and is expected to be in the 
•tate prison at Stillwater before night­ 
fall. 
Mann, police said, confessed to the 
killing of Earl Tague, IG, St. Paul; 
Dorothy Aune, 12, Minneapolis, and 
Bob Howard, 70, St. Paul negro. 
Slightly more than 50 hours after 
Tague's nude body was found near the 
municipal airport, Mann was indicted 
on the murder charge. Judge Hugo 
O. H anft said it was the quickest in 
dictment ever returned 
in 
Ramsey 
county. 
Mann was arrested Saturday night 
in a freight car near Dubuque, Iowa. 
Enroute back to St. Paul yesterday,, 
he confessed to local police that he 
had killed Tague because he did not 
like him. 
Questioned today, Mann 
made an oral confession to the killing 
of the Aune girl last summer in Min­ 
neapolis. The girl's body was bound 
In two gunny sacks beside railroad 
tracks in South Minneapolis. 
Mann, according to police officials, 
admitted he had set fire a week ago 
Saturday to a shack 
on 
the 
State 
street dump in which Howard 
was 
burned to death and Charles Conway 
seriously burned. 
The negro will be 
arraigned 
in 
county district court at 2 P. M and 
has indicated he will plead guilty. 
In his verbal confession of the Aune 
killing, Mann said that he came across 
the girl at the place where her body 
later was found. The attack, he said, 
took place there, but he could not ex- 
aplain where he obtained the sacks in 
which the body was wrapped. 
Mann was to be questioned later 
today in an effort to remove discrep­ 
ancies in his story. 
At the time of the Aune murder, 
police were convinced that 
whoever 
killed the girl lured her into a car 
and spirited her out of the neighbor­ 
hood because she was not seen in the 
vicinity after she left home and her 
cap was found half a mile distant, as 
though it had blown out of a speed 
ing car. The cap was found within 
an hour after her disappearance. 
University of Minnesota scientists 
who made a biological examination of 
the Aune girl declared that the slayer 
was “not more than 26 years old."

CAP, PLACED ON THE 
WILD SPOUTER 
Oklahoma City, Okla., April 7.—CP) 
For the third time in the past eleven 
days the "runaway’’ Mary Budik well, 
giant geyser of the South City field, 
appeared to be under control today. 
A "Christmas tree”—the oil men’s 
nickname for a huge steel cap which 
pas a long pipe protruding from its 
top in which valves are located—was 
clamped down on the well shortly be­ 
fore dusk. 
Gradually pressure In the well be­ 
came lessened and shortly before mid­ 
night Pat Sutton, superintendent of In­ 
dian Territory Illuminating Oil Com­ 
pany, owners of the well, announced 
he believed the big geyser had been 
checked. 
Mud was shot into the well by high 
powered drills. This was to deaden 
the oil and gas which was created 
6,000 feet below the surface 
in 
the 
field and which had caused the well 
to erupt oil, gas and sand more than 
200 feet skyward. 
Thousands 
of 
Sunday 
motorists 
crowded the field yesterday, all roads 
and highways being jammed. 
An ex­ 
tra detail of guards—composed of mil­ 
lionaire well owners, their roustabouts, 
special officers and deputy sheriffs — 
guarded the field. 
Despite the precau­ 
tion of the guards, several thousand 
persons ventured near the giant well. 
Company officials, determined that 
the well will be checked, announced 
they would seal it and abandon it if 
necessary. The well, drilled at a cost 
of $150,000, had cost more than that 
every three days it ran wild, they said

Washington. April 7.- The political 
fight raging around 
the 
republican 
and democratic party chairmen, Clau­ 
dius Huston and John J. Raakob, was 
further complicated today when two 
authoritative 
republican 
spokesmen 
passed around the word that Huston 
did not intend to resign. 
The report was circulated 
among 
republicsn leaders In the senate as the 
lobby committee prepared to submit a 
report on the Huston case and as the 
republicans prepared to continue their 
inquiry Into Ksskob’s wet activities. 
Huston has taken the poeitlon that 
disclosures before the lobby commit­ 
tee did not constitute sufficient cause 
to retire. 
Huston's resignation has been con­ 
sidered almost a certainty by most of 
the party leaders up to now. 
It la 
said by these leaders even President 
Hoover was expecting It, although he 
did not intend to ask for It. The news 
that Hust<fh will not quit has reached 
democratic ears and la expected 
to 
play an Important part In the sena­ 
torial 
discussion 
when 
the 
report 
drawn by the democrats is submitted 
for action. 
Tbs report marely sets 
forth 
the 
fects about Huston’ use of a $86,1060 
contribution to the Tennessee River 
Improvement Association to 
bolster 
his margin account with a New York 
broker. No recommendation Is made, 
and H Is possible the sole regular re­ 
publican member of the 
committee, 
Robinson of Indiana, may endorse it. 
It la reported, however, a certain sena­ 
tor would propose » resolution cen­

Huston.

While the Huston case Is being pre­

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The Northernh Rail Merger 


T he proposed rail merger of the Northerns, the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern, as identified in a plan set forth hy 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, has aroused the opposition 
of the Northwest as represented by Minnesota*ft delegation of con­ 
gressmen and the governor of Minnesota, and that of other states 
along the lines of the railways. 
Governor Christianson has set the state’s legal machinery in 
motion to block the proposed merging of the two railways. States 
which have gone on record as opposed to the merger have been 
asked to join in tho movement. 
The Minnesota delegation in congress urged the governor to 
start action to get a temporary restraining order in the courts, 
forestalling tho hierger until Congress has time to complete an in­ 
vestigation and pass on measures now pending which the dele­ 
gation believes “will protect the public interests.” 
The governor, as reported in the Si. Paul Pioneer Press, sent 
this telegram to Congressman Harold Knutson: 
“ More than two years ago the State of* Minnesota, through 
its Railroad and Warehouse Commission and its Attorney Gen­ 
eral, filed a brief and appeared in hearings at St. Paul and Wash­ 
ington in opposition to proposed consolidation of Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific. Through Minnesota’s influence other states 
were induced to oppose merger. 
“Twenty states or more joined in movement and are parties 
of record. 
Suggest that Minnesota delegation in Congress invite 
co-operation of delegation of North Dakota, South Dakota, Mon­ 
tana, Washington, Iowa and Wisconsin, particularly us these 
states have been active in movement opposing merger. 
Arrange­ 
ments have heretofore been made to have two members of local 
commission, accompanied by its engineer and its investigator and 
at least one member of Attorney General's staff, to leave here 
April 12 for Washington to consult with similar representatives 
of other interested steles to decide on future courses before In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission, including appeal to the courts. 
and to assist in securing Congressional action. 
Meanwhile Attorney General of Minnesota will study pos­ 
sible legal grounds for injunction proceedings to delay action by 
Interstate Commerce Commission pending investigation and ac­ 
tion by Congress." 
The telegram sent by the Minnesota Congressional delega­ 
tion to the Governor reads: 
“ Members of the Minnesota delegation in Congress view with 
deep concern the pending consolidation of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railroads which was first proposed 30 years ago 
and prevented through the energetic efforts of former Governor 
Van Sant. 
We feel you should immediately set iii motion the le­ 
gal machinery of the State oi Minnesota to secure a temporary 
restraining order until Congress shall have had an opportunity 
to pajts upon measures now pending to investigate the situation 
with a view to safeguarding the people’s interests. 
We will co­ 
operate with you in every possible way."

T he proposed rail merger of the Northerns, the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern, as identified in a plan set forth by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, has aroused the opposition 
of the Northwest as represented by Minnesota’s delegation of con­ 
gressmen and the governor of Minnesota, and that of other states 
along the lines of the railways. 
Governor Christianson has set the state’s legal machinery in 
motion to block the proposed merging of the two railways. States 
which have gone on record as opposed to the merger have been 
asked to join in the movement. 
The Minnesota delegation in congress urged the governor to 
start action to get a temporary restraining order in the courts, 
forestalling the Jnerger until Congress has lime to complete an in­ 
vestigation and pass on measures now pending which the dele­ 
gation believes ‘‘will protect the public interests.” 
The governor, as reported in the St. Paul Pioneer Press, sent 
this telegram to Congressman Harold Knutson : 
“More than two years ago the State of*Minnesota, through 
its Railroad and Warehouse Commission and its Attorney Gen­ 
eral, filed a brief and appeared in hearings at St. Paul and Wash­ 
ington in opposition to proposed consolidation of Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific. Through M innesota’s influence other states , 
were induced to oppose merger. 
“Twenty states or more joined in movement and are, parties 
of record. 
Suggest that Minnesota delegation in Congress invite 
co-operation of delegation of North Dakota, South Dakota, Mon­ 
tana, Washington, Iowa and Wisconsin, particularly as these 
states have been active in movement opposing merger. 
Arrange­ 
ments have heretofore been made to have two members of local 
commission, accompanied by its engineer and its investigator and 
at least one member of Attorney General’s staff, to leave here 
April 12 for Washington to consult with similar representatives 
of other interested states to decide on future courses before In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission, including appeal to the courts, 
and to assist in securing Congressional action. 
Meanwhile Attorney General of Minnesota will study pos­ 
sible legal grounds for injunction proceedings to delay action by 
Interstate Commerce Commission pending investigation and ac­ 
tion by Congress.” 
The telegram sent by the Minnesota Congressional delega­ 
tion to the Governor reads : 
“Members of the Minnesota delegation in Congress view with 
deep concern the pending consolidation of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railroads which was first proposed HO years ago 
and prevented through the energetic efforts of former Governor 
Van Sant. 
We feel you should immediately set in motion the le­ 
gal machinery of the State rn Minnesota to secure a temporary 
restraining order until Congress shall have had an opportunity 
to pa^s upon measures now pending to investigate the situation 
with a view to safeguarding the people’s interests. 
We will co­ 
operate with you in every possible way.”
